derſtand the Language of his former Friend. 


Some particular Signs, amongſt the many then in 
Uſe, might be, and undoubtedly were, eſtabliſh'd; 
whereby they might be known to each other, 
ſhou'd they meet again, in any Part of the World, 
20/9 had before been in Shinar :---Thele being 
handed down to their Children,—the moſt wiſe

Emperors arriv'd to, and ſupported their ex- 
tenſive Power over the many Kingdoms and Pro- 
vinces in their reſpective Dominions,—were it not 
by a Cement far more binding than the modern 
Treaties of European Princes;—a Cement it muſt 
be, which, like the fundamental Laws of our Fa- 
ternity, muſt remove that aſpiring, ambitious Pride 
and Envy, which divides Empires and Kingdoms, 
as well as Families and Friends. 0 


But in all ages of the World, we find a Record 
every State; graſping at
